‘They have been at all. times a danger- 
ous irtbe, and now that the country is 
almost denuded: of regular troops it would 
bo-very difficult to reproas thom,’ The 
Governor of By has telegraphed for 
sasistance, but until it reaches him the dis- 
trict will probably be given up to plunder. 
From fifteen to twenty thousand mounted 
Arabs axe sald to have taken up arma 
againat the Government. he 

Bofia has been placed in a. atate of siege, 
asthe attitude of the Bulgarlaris ts very 
hostile. Redif Pachs. appears to wish to 
drive the Bulgarians to extremities, He 
has issued an order that all Russian aub- 
jeots and all Bulgarians who are in the 
service of the Porte ahgll at once quit the 
country. a : 

An attempt is belng made to fortif; 
Adrlanopls. Every mao in Stamboul 
called upon to work four days upon tho 
fortifications between Derkos“and Baynk 
Tohkmedje, or to pay an exemption feo of 
40 plastres, Everybody pays the feo, and 
no work in done on. the fortifications. ;
